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DETAILED ACTION 

The Examiner has reviewed the Information Disclosure Statements received on 
August 9, 2004 and April 30 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kaufhold et al (US 5,931,101). 

Kaufhold et al discloses a draft sill for a coupler. The draft sill has a main body 
comprised of two side walls, a top wall, a bottom wall, a front end face and a rear end 
face, shown in figures 4 and 5. The opening face has an opening for accepting a 
coupler arm and the sill contains flange holes that accept the bolt assemblies for the 
coupler arm. The bolt assemblies are shown in figure 14. Also in figure 14 an integral 
spring basket is shown behind the head of the coupler. The spring basket also has a 
coupler support dropped into the spring basket. This is best shown in figure 14. The 
support is fitted into the basket and around the spring like a gasket or shim in the 
basket. The support piece has shoulders that extend out form the basket to support the 
coupler arm. The draft sill has two forms of securement for the coupler arm. As shown 
in figure 17 to the left side of the figure, a pin is placed in the draft sill and extends 
through the hole to the plate 1 16 at the bottom of the draft sill. The plate 116 then 
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extends into the bolster to attach the draft sill to the rail car. Another securement device 
is that cross keys are inserted into slots 136 at the front of the draft sill. The draft sill is 
also comprised of plugs, or faces 120 at the rear end of the body. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gagliardino et al (US 5,704,296), Kaufhold et al (US 6,305,561), 
Kaufhold et al (US 6,324,995) and Barker et al (US 6,681 ,943) all disclose various types 
of coupler assemblies and draft sills.
